This  dynamic  and  generative  strategy  is 
inclusive  and  supports  the  creation  of  housing  at  all  income  levels,  as  well  as  jobs  to  meet 
varied  skill  sets.  The  goals  of  Innovate  DTLA  include  promoting  DTLA  as  a  place  of 
innovation  and  creativity;  supporting  the  existing  innovation  ecosystem;  attracting  more 
creative  companies  and  innovative  individuals  to  DTLA;  and  encouraging  policies  and 
practices  that  nurture  innovation  and  creativity.
